It is a very different 
experience than watching a storyteller on video or just reading a story. It can help a student engage 
in the story, increase comprehension, and show a student different art forms and techniques such as 
mime, the use of sound effects to enhance the story, etc. 

What are the educational goals of the presentation? 

The educational goals are: to teach valuable life lessons, increase listening and communication skills, 
show how the written word can be used in speaking, help the student learn about different cultures 
and enhance the learning of language patterns and new vocabulary.
